April 27, 2006, was one of six 
soldiers from the Company B, 
Ist Battalion 125th Infantry 
Regiment who were fatally 
injured when a explosive device 
was detonated next to the 
Humvee he was traveling in 


Habbaniyah, Iraq. 

The natnes of seven nen who 
served with the Company B, Ist 
Battalion 125th — Infantry 
Regiment make up over half the 
soldiers honored on a Fallen 
Heroes Memorial Monument, 


which was dedicated at Camp 
Grayling on Friday. 

Placed on top of a bronze and 
black granite monument is a 
machine gun, covered by a hel- 
inet placed in a pair of soldier's 
boots. The monument features 
an American flag and State of 


Michigan Seal, and an inscrip- 
tion recognizing Michigan 
National Guard member’s who 
have paid the ultimate sacrifice 
while serving in support of the 
global war on terrorism. A 
plaque that lists the names of 
soldiers, the unit, they served 


with, and the date they were 
wounded in action and died is 
placed adjacent to the monu- 
ment.

Joshua, A. Youmans, 
26, of Flushing, died on March 1, 
2006. And Ssg. Duane J. 
Dreasky, 31, of Novi, died on 
July 10, 2006. The four soldiers 
were being treated for severe 
burns and infections at Brooke 
Army Medical Center in San 
Antonio, Tex.

In all, seven members from the 
Company B, [st Battalion 125th 
Battalion Infantry Regiment died 
from injuries sustained while 
serving In the line of duty in Iraq. 

Spe. Dane O, Carver, 20, of 
Freeport, was killed on Dec. 26, 
2005 when insurgents fired small 
urms at a Humvee he was 
patrolling in, 

The four other soldiers hon- 
ored with the monument include: 

Spe. Richard A, Goward, 32, 
of Midland, a member of the 
1460th Transportation Company, 
who died in Iraq on April 14, 
2003. 

Staff Sgt. Michael J. Sutter, 
28, of Tinley Park, Il, who was a 
member of the 745th Ordnance 
Company based out of Camp 
Grayling, who died in Iraq on 
Dec. 26, 2003. 

Sgt. Craig D, Frank, 24, of 
Lincoln Park, a member of 
1775th Military Police 
Company, who died in Iraq on 
July 17, 2004. 

Ssg. Ricky A. Kieffer, 36, of 
Ovid, a member of Battery B, 
182nd Field Artillery Regiment, 
who died in Iraq on March 15, 
2005. 

“These soldiers served proudly 
during the global fight against 


terrorism and they paid the ulti- 
mate sacrifice,” said — Major 
General Thomas G. Cutler, the 
Adjutant General of — the 
Michigan National Guard. “We 
will never forget the sacrifice of 
their families who have had to 
say good-bye to their loved ones 
long before they ever dreamed 
possible,” 

The dedication of the monu- 
ment was held just before the 
Pass and Review and Memorial 
Ceremony, which is held at the 
end of the Michigan National 
Guard’s annual two-week train- 
ing Camp Grayling. 

Gov, Jennifer Granholm’ rec- 
ognized the fallen troops during 
the dedication and the Pass and 
Review and Memorial 
Ceremony. Granholm said that 
there was no mistaking the salute 
that Ssg. Duane J. Dreasky gave 
President George W. Bush dur- 
ing a visit to San Antonio hospi- 
tal despite the bandages that 
covered the soldier’s burns. 

“These men will be known as 
true patriots and they lived it,” 
Granholm said. 

Staff Sgt. Michael Hobbins 
and fellow member of the 119th 
Field Artillery Unit stopped at 
the monument after the dedica- 


tion to remember the soldiers. 
Hobbins said several members of 
his unit served with Dreasky in 
Cuba before Dreasky went to 
Iraq. 

“He fought really hard just to 
get into the National Guard,” . 
Hobbins said. “It’s a great tribute . 
to all of these soldiers.” 

Bill Drabiem, father-in law of 
Sgt. Joshua Youmans, said 
Youmans was only able to: see 
his daughter MacKenzie, now 
10 months, viaa WebCam while 
he was in Iraq. 

“He was more like a son than a 
son-in-law,” Drahiem said. 

The family of Pfc. John W.

Townships explore forming utility authority

Beaver Creek and Grayling 
Township officials are studying 
the feasibility of constructing 
municipal water and sewer serv- 
ices for future industrial and 
commercial development. 
_ The | Beaver Creek and 
Grayling Tawnship Boards have 


passed letters of intent to form a, 


legal utility authority. 
The authority would allow the 
townships to incur the expenses 
_ necessary to plan for the con- 
struction of municipal water and 
sewer service. Bonds could also 
be issued through the authority if 
the project is deemed feasible. 
An 1,850 acre parcel of land in 
Grayling Township, located 
north of Four Mile Road, has 
been made available by the 
Michigan Department of Natural 
Resources for commercial or 
industrial development. Axiom 
Entertainment, a Rochester 
based firm, is considering the 
development of a theme park on 


the property. 

“Uf that land were ever to be 
developed, it would be nice if we 
were in the position to provide 
water and sewer service,” said 
Terry Wright, ‘the Grayling 
Township Supervisor. 

Developers also have been 
exploring future commercial 
growth south of Four Mile Road 
in Beaver Creek 

Karl Freed, a planner based in 
Kalamazoo who spectalizes in 
large development projects, has 
been hired as a consultant to help 
local offictals with the planning. 

“We are going through that 
process right now, and we can’t 
do anything until that is complet- 
ed,” said Lee Riley, the Beaver 
Creek ‘Township supervisor. 

Existing industrial firms: are 
backing the plans. 

Steve Randall, plant manager 
for the Georgia Pacific Resins, 
Inc., said having water and sewer 
service would climinate the cost 
of maintaining the businesses 
own water and sewer and ponds 


used for fire suppression. The 
Georgia Pacific Resins, Inc, plant 
make resins which are used to 
manufacture oriented — strand 
board and particle board, The 
plant employs 29 peaple. 

“It would be an obvious advan- 
lage to have water and sewer 
service provided as a civic func- 
tion to have the shared fines,” 
Randall said. 

Weyerhaeuser plant officials 
are also hoping to tap into the 
sewer and water service. 

“It would be mutually beneti- 
cial for our township, our com- 
munity and our plant,” said Tan 
Faulkner, plant manager al 
Weyerhaeuser, which has a 
workforce with [70 employees. 

The owners of Jack Millikin, 
Inc. have also encouraged town- 
ship officials to construct munic- 
ipal water and sewer services, 

Currently, Jack = Millikin, 
sewage haulers apply sewage 
pumped from people's septic 
tanks and porta-a-potties on two 
parcels of land the firm owns in

Michigan’s US Rep. Joe 
Schwarz of Battle Creek and Sen. 
Joseph Lieberman of 


Connecticut are temporary media 
stars. Each became a rarity — an 
incumbent member of congress 
thrown out by voters in his own 
party. 

That’s 
cease. 

Mr. Schwarz is a Republican 
defeated after his first term in 
Congress. 

Mr. Lieberman is a Democrat 
seeking his third term in the sen- 
ate, and Democratic darling only 
SIX years ago as the candidate of 
his party for vice president. 

Mr. Schwarz lost to a chal- 
lenger from the right extreme of 
his party; Mr. Lieberman suc- 
cumbed to a charge from the left 
extreme of his party. 

Both were considered moder- 
ates, who got along with the 
other party. Rep. Schwarz usual- 
ly favored social causes such as 
abortion rights, stem cell

privileges, causes usually cham- 
pioned by Democrats; Sen. 
Lieberman backed President

Each was rejected by his 
party’s voters, primarily on those 
issues, Are moderates becoming 
an endangered species?

THE SCHWARZ LOSS has no 
national significance. It’s purely 
a case of local politics. 

Two years ago, long-serving 
conservative Rep. Nick Smith 
retired, anointing his son, Brad, 
as successor. Four — other 
Republican hopefuls also wanted 
the nomination. All were former 
state legislators, as was Tim 
Walberg, a former minister. They 
shared most of the same conserv- 
ative views on social issues: pro- 
life, anti-stem cell, anti-gay mar- 
rlage. 


Mr. Schwarz also entered the 


contest. He had lost the nomina- 
tion to Nick Smith in a bitter 
open primary 


in 1992. Mr. 


Schwarz has a terrific back- 
ground — a solid record as state 
senator, mayor of Battle Creek, 
wartime service in Vietnam, CIA 
experience, and a career as a 
practicing physician. 

This time, Mr. Schwarz won 
the nomination, but with just 28 
percent of the Republican vote. 
Brad Smith finished second, Mr. 
Walberg third and the other three 
trailed. But almost three of every 
four voters in that 2004 
Republican primary voted for a 
social issue conservative over the 
more moderate Joe Schwarz. 

This year, Tim Walberg tried 
again. When no one else entered 
the primary to divide the vote 
from the right, it was clear Mr. 
Schwarz had a struggle on his 
hands.

ENTER THE RICH and ultra- 
conservative Washington based 
Club for Growth. Sensing an 
opportunity, the Club poured 
about a half-million dollars into 
the anti-Schwarz cause, buying 
heavy coverage of TV spots for 
several months, attacking Mr. 
Schwarz as a liberal government 
spendthrift who wasted taxpayer 


money on pork barrel projects 
and voted for the congressional 
pay raise. The claims might be 
substantiated only by selective 
citation of elements in spending 
bills, usually passed in congress 
with lopsided votes from both 
parties. The tear-down campaign 
was effective. 

In addition, the Club for 
Growth packaged smaller dona- 
tions from wealthy conservative 
donors around the country and 
shoveled another half-million 
into the Walberg campaign. 

Meanwhile, the Michigan 
Right to Life movement heartily 
endorsed Mr. Walberg, and mar- 
shaled its forces in an anti- 
Schwarz march. 

Nobody, except perhaps the 
Walberg family, conducted a pos- 
itive Walberg campaign. The 
thrust was not about Walberg; it 
was completely anti-Schwarz. 

Despite endorsements and 
recorded telephone messages for 
Mr. Schwarz from President 
Bush, Laura Bush, local 
Republican leaders, and even for- 
mer Democratic Gov, James 
Blanchard, Tim Walberg won 
with a solid 53 percent of the 


vote. In the past six years, con- 
gressional incumbents nationally 
have won 96.8 percent of their 


" races. 


With the Club for Growth fun- 
neling anti-Schwarz money his 
way, and Michigan Right to Life 
marshaled on fis side, probably 
any of the other four conservative 
hopefuls from two years ago 
could have beaten Joe Schwarz 
this year in a one-on-one contest. 

* * * 

THERE ARE NO national 
implications in the Joe Schwarz 
loss, except that Republicans 
cannot be too far afield from the 
core social positions of their 
party to win favor from their 
party’s constituents. 

Mr. Walberg likely will win in 
November, and if he pays even a 
modicum of attention to con- 
stituent service and avoids per- 
sonal scandal, probably can con- 
tinue in Congress until he choos- 
es to leave. It will have no effect 
at all on who controls Congress. 

The Lieberman case, however, 
has been interpreted as a referen- 
dum on the President Bush in 
general and the Iraqi war in par- 
ticular. Some pundits claim it

The conservative members of ihe 
Supreme Court did not buy this 
argument and found that the 
court was carrying out its essen- 
tial judicial functions. The Court 
involved itself in public policy 
and filed a suit in attempt to 
force the counties to comply 
with the court’s benefit package. 
Thankfully, we have a conserva- 
tive Supreme Court that relied 
upon the fundamental principals 
of separation of powers and 
found that the Court lacked the 
authority to force the benefit 
plan on the counties. The 46th 
Circuit Court also ignored the 
fact that the counties of 
Crawford and Kalkaska, and 
even Otsego, simply do not have 
the funding available to provide 
the bencfit package that the court 
wanted implemented. It is no 
secret that all three counties, 
Otsego included, are having a 
difficult time with their budget 
and are being forced to cut ser- 
vices and programs that histori- 


cally have been provided by the 
counties, 

No matter how you feel about 
the litigation by the court, the 
issue still remains who is going 
to pay for the attorney fees 
expended, I have been told that 
the attorney fees in this case are 
anywhere from one million dol- 
lars to two million dollars. 
Whether it is the counties or the 
court, it will come out of the 
same coffer, the public taxpay- 
er’s dollars. How can the court 
Justify this, especially in the eco- 
nomic times that we live in and 
the budgetary shortfalls in the 
counties. The upcoming judi- 
cial election is important and I 
hope the citizens of the three 
counties pay attention to the dif- 
ferent views of the candidates. 

The Court has a very limited 
purpose under the Constitution, 
to enforce the laws passed by the 
legislature and to apply the law 
to the facts of the case before the 
court. We need our courts not to 
be judicial activists but consery- 
atives that will work with our 
county board of commissioners 
through the appropriate channels 
of government. The Court must 
be fiscally responsible, like other 
branches of government, and 
must be good stewards of tax- 
payer’s funds.

Grayling Township will host a 
gypsy moth identification and 
control seminar on Friday, Sept. 
1, in the town hall at 10 a.m. 
Officials from the Michigan 
Department of Agriculture will 
teach homeowners how to identi- 
fy, count and control gypsy moth 
egg masses around home and in 
the neighborhood, and will help 
homeowners be aware when a 
commercial aerial spraying pro- 
gram is necessary. 

Although gypsy moths do not 
pose an immediate threat to trees 
in Crawford County today, their 
numbers are cyclical, and they 
will be back in prominence again 
in several years. Gypsy moths 
eat leaves from trees, weakening 
them until they are susceptible to 
death from other pests and <lis- 
eases. When they are at the 
height of the life cycle, gypsy 
moths can defoliate leafing trees 
to the point where they eat up 
their entire food supply. When 
that happens, their populations 
crash for several years until the 
food source can be replenished, 
but forests are left devastated. 

Many people mistake the tent 
caterpillars prominent = in 
Crawford County in the spring 
for gypsy moths. They each pose 
entirely different problems to our 
forests, but the gypsy moth is, by 
far, the more destructive. 

The public is encouraged to 
attend the seminar, which is 
being sponsored in part by the 
Lake Margrcthe = Property 
Owners’ Association. The Lake 
Margrethe area has been a 
favorite for the gypsy moth infes- 
tations in past years, and will be 
again soon in the near future.

Library working to archive history

Archeologists search the earth 
trying to uncover obscure, hid- 
den records from cultures of the 
past. 
- The Devereaux Memorial 
Crawford County Library. staff 
are currently working to ensure 
that in the future, complex exca- 
vations won't be necessary to 
learn about the people and cul- 
ture of Crawford County. 
Instead, everything will be avail- 
able at the click of a mouse.- 

“To me, the most important 
thing about a community is the 
culture,” said Crawford County 
Library System (CCLS) Director 
Bambi  Mansfield-Sanderson. 
“Crawford County is steeped in 
such a rich, traditional, unique 
culture.” 
. With the help of an incredibly 
devoted team of volunteers, 
GCLS staff are working to 
archive the history of Crawford 
County onto their computers, 
The massive database will 
include photo archives, death 
records dating back into the 
[800s, articles and stories and 
other historical and genealogical 
resources. 
}*The long-term goal is to get 
an on-line searchable database,” 
said Mansfield-Sanderson, 
- Included in the new database 
will be the most comprehensive 
aml up-to-date Crawford County 
graveyard records yet, 
Volunteers did such a thorough 
job pinpointing burial plots that 
they provided local funeral 
homes with information that was 
not in their records, 

livery grave sile in the county 
is being documented, including 
more obscure sites such as the 
four graveyards in South Branch 


Township. 

These grave records should all 
be available at library terminals 
within a year, with each entry 
including as much of the tollow- 
ing information as is available: a 
photo of the grave, a photo of the 
person buried and a wrilten list- 
ing of the grave inscription, 

If the proper permissions can 
be acquired by the CCLS, this 
database may also be searchable 
online, The same may be true of 
the general historical photo 
archive that is being compiled. 

Other hard-to-find records are 
being digitally archived as well. 
The CCLS recently microfilmed 
censuses from 1884 and 1894, 
These records had been left dete- 
riorating and almost forgotten in 
the county archives before the 
CCLS acquired this data, 

This census data is especially 
important because a fire 
destroyed many of the Library of 
Michigan’s records from this era. 
The Library of Michigan has 
already requested copies af this 
data. 

Other information being col- 
lected by CCLS. staff includes 
old family histories and lumber 
histories. They have already 
placed an order for a series of 
incredibly rare logging books 
that deal heavily with the local 
area. The dedicated staff are also 
pouring over Civil War records. 
That’s not all, either. 

“We're also trying to collect 
old yearbooks and school memo- 
rabilia”” said) Manstield- 
Sanderson, 

It is the library patrons who 
makes these archives possible. 

“We're accepting collections, 


we're accepting donations.,.any- 
thing,” said Mansfield- 
Sanderson, 


The best thing about donating 
photos or records to the library is 
that the donor keeps the original- 
the library only needs to make a 
digital copy. 

Most of this work has only 
been started within the last three 
months, yet a great wealth of 
information has already been 
acquired. So much, in fact, that 
CCLS staff have already used 
some of the data to assist authors 
in gathering historical informa- 
tion about the area. 

The Devereaux Memorial 
branch of the CCLS also has an 
incredibly expansive genealogy 
program underway, with a 
genealogy group set to be for- 
nally established by: the CCLS 
board soon, On site genealogists 
are available from 10 a.m. until 2 
p.m. on Wednesdays or by 
appointment. Interested, but 
don’t know how to do a genealo- 
gy? No problem. 

“We will teach them at their 
pace,” said Mansfield- 
Sanderson, 

Starting this fall, there will be 
genealogy seminars at the 
Devereaux Memorial Library 
every first Monday of the month 
with = compuler resources 
reserved specifically for the pro- 
gram, 

“Sometimes it helps you to 
inake sense of what life is about,” 
said) Mansfield-Sanderson. “Tt 
helps you to piece together the 
puzzle of who you are 

So for searching out a personal 
family history or looking into the 
past of the entire county, the 
CCLS is the best source of infor- 
mation available. 

“The biggest thing is, we've 
got to preserve the culture of 
(Crawford = County),” said 
Mansfield-Sanderson.

A team of veterinarians and 
students from the Michigan State

MSU CVM is one of only two 
veterinary colleges in the nation 
where veterinary technology and 
technician students train along- 
side Doctor of Veterinary 
Medicine (DVM) students in a 
veterinary teaching hospital. 
Upon graduation from CVM’s 
baccalaureate degree program, 
veterinary technologists can 
focus on careers in large animal 
and companion animal medicine 
and surgery, and also in a variety 
of specialty areas such as cardiol- 
ogy, pathology, biomedical 
research, teaching, and manage- 
ment.

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Wireless patient tracking 
system planned 


Project will help 
EMS, hospitals 
during large-scale 
emergencies 


Triaging and tracking patients 
involved in a large-scale emer- 
gency presents challenges for 
northern Michigan Emergency 
Management System agencies 
and hospilals. 

However, a new regional elec- 
tronic patient tracking system 
set for implementation this year 
will help climinate confusion 
and provide immediate informa- 
tion to EMS responders and 
hospital Emergency 
Departments (EDs) should a 
worst-case scenario occur. 

“What we are really trying to 
accomplish is to track patients 
from pre-hospital all the way 
through the hospital system dur- 
ing a disaster,’ said Tres 
Brooke, Regional Bioterrorism 
Preparedness coordinator. “This 
system will (rack patients, their 
personal belongings, the ambu- 
lance that transports them to the 
hospital and other important 
information.” 

Through a federal grant from 
the Health Resources and 
Services Administration’s 
National Bioterrorism Hospital 


Preparedness Program, Brooke 
said Personal Digital Assistants 
(PDAs) for EMS units, comput- 
er software for EDs, and train- 
ing is being provided for hospi- 
tals and EMS agencies in 
Region 7 of Michigan’s 
Bioterrorism Defense Network. 
The 18-county, 9,400-square 
mile region comprises much of 
northern Michigan, including 12 
hospitals and nine medical con- 
trol authorities. All of Munson 
Healthcare’s hospitals and its 
affiliates are within the region. 

“We have the fewest number 
of hospitals of any region in the 
state, but the second largest area 
to cover,” Brooke said. “As a 
rural region, we have lots of 
challenges.” Under the system, 
EMS units responding to a 
large-scale emergency would 
use their PDAs to scan a special 
triage tag assigned to a patient. 
Patient information recorded on 
the PDA would be sent by the 
wireless device to a communi- 
cations hub located at the disas- 
fer scene, 

Patient information then 
would be forwarded to hospitals 
via wireless cellular or HAM 
radio frequencies. Certain hos- 
pital users would be licensed to 
view the information using a 
secure web-based tool. 


“This allows hospital EDs 
critical time to ramp up staffing, 
beds and other resources in 
anticipation of incoming 
patients from the scene of the 
incident,’ Brooke said. “By 
updating their ED bed status 
online, the hospital may remove 
themselves as a viable destina- 
tion as well, if their existing 
resources are already over- 
whelmed.” 

Brooke said he is working 
through the nine medical control 
authorities within the region to 
get equipment and training to 
EMS agencies. He also will 
work directly with hospital EDs. 
Equipment and software pur- 
chases begin this month. 

“Because of the scope of the 
project, we’re going to have to 
do this in multiple phases,” he 
said. “We’re targeting by the 
end of this calendar year having 
all of our major EMS users and 
the EDs around the region able 
to use the system.” 

Counties included in Region 7 
include Alpena, Antrim, Benzie, 
Charlevoix, Cheboygan, 
Crawford, Emmet, Grand 
Traverse, Kalkaska, Leelanau, 
Manistee, Missaukee, 
Montmorency, Oscoda, Otsego, 
Presque Isle, Roscommon and 
Wexford. 


Citizens reminded to report gas gouging 


Inspectors 
encourage citizens 
to take photos, save 
receipts as evidence 


With continuing uncertainty in 
the retail gasoline market, state 
officials 1oday reminded 
Michigan consumers that they 
can play an important role in doc- 
umenting higher than expected 
gas prices and helping state offi- 
cials protect their pocketbooks at 


~ the pump. 


“We've had a number of reports 
from concerned citizens stating 
gas prices are a dollar or more 
above the state average. Our 
inspectors are investigating each 
claim; however, we have not been 
able to verify the $4 per gallon 
prices,” said Mitch Irwin, director 
of the Michigan Department of 


Agriculture (MDA). “Michigan 
citizens can help us protect them 


at the pump by gathering evi- 


dence when they see this occur- 
ring.” 

Irwin encouraged citizens to 
take a photo of the roadside sign 
or gas pump if they believe goug- 
ing is occurring. Photographs, or 
the receipt from the purchase, can 
significantly aid investigators if 
prices or pump settings have 
changed prior to their arrival. 

“Qur inspectors are on the 
streets seven days a week, 24 
hours a day ensuring consumers 
are getting what they pay for,” 
said Irwin. “Their hard work, and 
the active participation of con- 
sumers, will help ensure that we 
are protecting everyone.” 

During the current ftscal year, 
MDA has nearly doubled the 
number of inspectors. They have

not impede the motorists’ or 
pedestrians’ vision on state high- 
ways. Signs placed too close to 
the traveling lane can become a 
real safety hazard.” 

Signs must be placed more 
than 30 feet from the edge of the 
roadway (or the white line along 
the edge) on highways without 
barrier-type curbs. On highways 
with barrier curbs, the signs must 
be more than three feet from the 
back of the curb, Signs are not 
allowed within clear vision areas 
at intersections or commercial 
driveways, or within limited 
access rights-of-way.
